Question School 
Programs Funding

When it rains, it pours, and School Com- 
mittee Chairman Richard Neal was con- 
cerned this week that an ‘‘open invitation’’ 
not be construed for educational groups to 
come forward with requests for extra fund- 
ing. 

Some of the school committee’s 1982-83 
budget decisions, cuts made in response to 
Proposition 24 constraints, came pouring 
down upon them at Tuesday night’s meeting 
with the realization — something they knew 
was coming — that certain supplies and 
services — guidance, bus transportation, 
custodial, athletics — are short on money 
and staff. 

Neal said the committee was ‘‘well 
aware’ there would be problems in some 
areas that were cut back, and discussion 
Tuesday led to the hiring of three additional 
full-time custodians over opposition from 
Committeewoman Susan Poore, as well as 
argument over whether the committee had 
done a good job in making its cutback deci- 
sions.

It was a simply a 
matter of how to use money already budget- 
ed for custodial services — by using tempo- 
rary help when some workers are out sick, 
or instead utilizing the funds to add on more 
regular custodians, according tc Business 
Manager Frank Paul. 

The school committee opted for the sec- 
ond choice, but Poore objected, maintain- 
ing she would rather have three new 
salaries added to the teaching account.

High School teacher 
Gerry Grasso maintained custodial prob- 
lems may be the result of too many admin- 
istrators in that area. 

Discussion of the athletic budget prob- 
lems, which Neal summarized as meaning 
a $4,512 deficit unless fundraisers make up 
some of that money, lec the committee into 
what Michael Giammusso called ‘‘Monday 
morning quarterbacking ”’ 

Neal noted that money only for athletic 
salaries, not expenses, had been budgeted 

But Poore objected that coaches and ath- 
letes have to raise money. She said many 
gaps in services that directly affect stu- 
dents, such as athletics. needed to be 
plugged with surplus money once available, 
but were not 

“I think it’s pitiful that we had extra 
money in June (and did net use it to plug 
these gaps), she said 

Poore further suggested that things could 
have been done diffeently, but that it was 
never suggested or thought of 

Neal stressed that the committee voted 
the present budget and that there are no 
surprises. Donald Robb called the whole 
discussion ‘‘out of order.’ He said there 
was not enough money for everything and 
that to imply after the fact that the commit- 
tee took it out on students was ‘‘ridiculous.”’ 

Rob said the committee has a budget to 
stick with, adding that priorities can be 
changed at next budget time, if desired, but 
not aS a ‘grandstand gesture.”’ 

Neal said the committee knew what it 
was doing when it put the budget together 
and did the best job it could 
-- Guidance staffing also became an issue 
Tuesday right. 

Poore said she didn’t think three (junior 
hign) counselors (one was cut this year) 
could carry..out the duties detailed in a 
guidance report. Assistant Superintendent 
Charles Mitsakos noted the program was 
ambitious, but pointed out it was devised by 
the guidance staff as to what they think 
they can provide 

Neal explained that the guidance position 
cut this year has not been restored in the

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The Schools Will Alter Image Of Aging Process

Little children dream of growing up, ado- 
lescents fantasize about adulthood, young 
adults look forward to the years ahead. 

But becoming a senior citizen has no 
place in anybody’s dreams. 

Frail and ill, isolated and immobile, 
crotchety and sad — these are images of the 
aged. Even as Americans continue to live 
longer lives, and as larger numbers of 
reach retirement age, negative attitudes 
toward aging persist. 

Andover educators hope to help chapge 
that viewpoint to one more accurate, and 
far more positive, with a new program 
designed to enlighten students in kinder- 
garten through high school — and their 
teachers — about the aging process. 

‘Everyone who's introduced to this gets 
interested because we're all getting older,”’ 
Social Studies Program Advisor Daniel Le- 
Clerc, director of the new program, ex- 
plains. ‘Everybody responds to it.” 

Called ‘‘Teaching and Learning About 
Aging” (TLA), the program got underway 
this week in pilot form. Next fall, it will 
become a required part of the social studies 
curriculum throughout the school system. 

LeClerc emphasizes that the program is 
not about old people — although students 
will learn about their elders — but about the 
aging process itself. ‘‘We want to show that 
the process is not a negative, gloomy inevi- 
tability,’’ he says. ‘It’s simply natural to 
grow old. It’s another stage in life, as full of 
opportunities as the other stages.” 

Nor will the program concentrate on 
death and dying: ‘‘We will discuss it, but 
it’s not a big isque here. We didn’t want to 
focus on that because it reinforces the ste- 
reotype that old people are people who are 
dying.” 

AJong with encouraging more positive 
attitudes toward aging and a better under- 
standing of the aging process, the TLA 
program also aims to bring students and 
Andover’s senior citizens together on a reg- 
ular basis, both in and out of the classroom 

Dorothy Winn of the Andover Council on 
Aging is serving as an advisor to the pro- 
gram. ‘‘I think it’s an excellent idea,’’ she 
says. ‘‘Hopefully it will move both groups 
closer together.’’ Students and seniors work 
together on occasional projects now, but 
with an aging program part of the curric- 
ulum and not just “an extra,”’ Winn hopes 
the two groups will see much more of each 
other 

The final goal of the program is to discuss 
age-related social issues with students who 
will one day be surrounded by — and even- 
tually become part of — a growing elderly 
population. ““There will be more age-re- 
lated issues on the political scene,’’ LeClerc 
predicts: ‘‘Housing, nutrition, recreation, 
retirement, Social Security, the social roles 
of elderly people.” 

The Andover program is modeled after 
one developed by Fran Pratt of the Acton- 
Boxborough Regional Schools, who origi- 
nated the program four years ago and is 
now recognized nationally as an authority 
on teaching about aging. When LeClerc met 
Pratt at a teaching convention in Detroit 
last year, the TLA program came up in 
casual conversation — and LeClerc was 
immediately inspired. 

The social studies program advisor soon 
won a $3,000 Title IV-C federal grant to fund 
the Andover project, and was named direc- 

_tor of the grant. During the summer, with 
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Pratt on board as a consultant, four ‘‘unusu- 
ally energetic teachers’ began working on 
the project: Ann Kelley of West Elemen- 
tary School, Jane Snow of Bancroft, Pat- 
ricia Leahy of Doherty Junior High, and 
Hartley Peakes of Andover High. 

After taking an intensive week-long 
course on teaching and learning about aging 
with Pratt, the teachers spent eight days 
developing a curriculum guide, divided into 
lessons for students in kindergarten 
through grade three, grades four through 
six, seven through nine, and high school. ‘‘It 
is incredible what they produced in such a 
short time,’’ LeClere notes 

Each of the four curriculum guides in- 
cludes detailed activities, guidelines for 
teachers, worksheets for students, and sug- 
gestions for implementing the curriculum 
plans. The guides also include reading lists 
recommending ‘‘non-ageist’’ books for stu- 
dents in the primary grades, and bibliogra- 
phies for teachers. 

Pratt helped introduce the TLA program 
to teachers throughout the system Tuesday 
with a lecture and slide presentation. ‘I’m 
very delighted to see Andover picking up on 
this program in such a major way,” he 
says. ‘‘Attitudes and concerns about aging 
won't be changed overnight — it’s a long 
process — but the program can gradually 
give people a more optimistic view of the 
future, and a better understanding. It shows 
promise.’ 

During the rest of this school year, teach- 
ers may use any part of the TLA curriculum 
as they wish, incorporating the new teach- 
ing units into their lessons at their own 
option. In the spring, LeClerc’s TLA team 
will evaluate the program, noting which 
units were successful and which were not, 
and revise their curriculum guide accord- 
ingly. 


Next fall, the revised TLA curriculum 
will become a required, permanent part of 
Andover’s social studies program. The tim- 
ing is perfect, LeClerc points out, because 
the entire social studies program for kin- 
dergarten through grade six is scheduled to 
be revamped next year — so TLA will be 
part of a whole new curriculum, ‘“‘and not 
something just tacked on.”’ 

In the primary grades, some of the sug- 
gested activities include keeping records of 
pupils’ growth during the school year, so 
they can see how they are ‘‘aging’’; bring- 
ing in family photographs to illustrate dif- 
ferent age groups; taking a survey among 
people of various ages (‘I like - ice 
cream. I can do - well.’’); and guessing 
the ages of everyone from the principal to 
the bus driver 

In the upper elernentary grades, students 
may simulate the physical impairments 
that often plague the elderly (poor vision, 
poor hearing, arthritis). ‘We are trying to 
break down the stereotypes. Not all elderly 
people live in nursing homes and are unable 
to function,” LeClerc says. ‘‘But on the 
other hand, we want students to know what 
it feels like to have impaired vision or 
mobility. The program is realistic.” 

Fifth-graders may analyze television pro- 
grams and advertisements, looking for ste- 
reotypes (‘‘Do the advertisements imply 
that older people are different from young- 
er people?”’), or take true-or-false quizzes 
(‘Retirement brings poor health and an 
early death’’). Sixth-graders may take a 
“guess how old’’ test (‘‘He swam one mile 
across Long Beach Harbor, handcuffed, 
towing 13 row boats filled with 76 young 
people.’’ Answer: Jack LaLanne, age 62); 
or interview older townspeople (‘‘What do 
you do all day?’’) 

Junior high School students may see and 


discuss films on aging; scrutinize how the 
news media treats aging; analyze ageism 
on TV; perform skits on the social prob- 
lems of aging (‘‘You are a recently retired 
engineer, age 65... You wnat to learn to fly 
and earn your pilot’s license. Your wife and 
children are trying to talk you out of doing 
anything so ‘foolish and dangerous’ at your 
age’’); study how various countries treat 
their elderly; use art and poetry to help 
them express feelings on aging. 

Some of the activities will bring And- 
over’s seniors into the schools. ‘A retired 
engineer may do science lessons,’’ LeClerc 
says. ‘‘Or a senior citizen may participate 
in arts programs, working with the stu- 
dents. We are creating an opportunity to 
bring older people into the schools, so hope- 
fully students will see older people doing 
interesting things.”’ 

Dorothy Winn sees the possibility of de- 
veloping a. Foster Grandparents program, 
where seniors act as volunteers working 
with schoolchildren. ‘‘Seniors can head stu- 
dy groups, present travelogues, offer craft 
demonstrations,’ she says. “I’m excited 
about it — there’s so much we can do and 
show.” 

(Because Andover is one of the first 
school systems in the nation to implement 
such a program, the National Council on 
Aging is interested in studying the TLA 
program here, Winn adds.) 

And the program will bring children to 
the elders, LeClerc says. The existing 
‘Friendly Visitor’’ program takes West 
Elementary children to the elderly on a 
regular basis; they entertain senior citizens 
or help them read. In a similar way, TLA 
may inspire more students to visit the el- 
derly, taking oral histories or just having 
fun together.

LeClerc and his TLA team hope their 
program will help ‘‘close the gap’’ between 
young people and their elders, a gap cre- 
ated by our modern society, where grand- 
parents often live far from their 
grandchildren and the ages are “‘isolated 
from one another.”’ 

Such isolation feeds our myths about ag- 
ing. It doesn’t take much contact with an 
energetic 70-year-old to put those myths to 
rest. 

Monday afternoon, a group of young stu- 
dents visited the Andover Senior Center for 
a Halloween party. ‘‘Some of the kids were 
dressed as punk rockers, and they had to 
explain what punk rockers were,’’ Dorothy

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Jenkins House To Be Discussed 


The Andover Historical Society will sponsor a program 
featuring slides and taped narration on ‘‘The William Jenkins 
House and the Underground Railroad’ on Sunday, Nov. 7, at 2 
p.m. and 3 p.m. The society is engaged in a variety of efforts 
to help contemporary Andover residents better understand 
their community’s rich cultural heritage. Historical slide 
shows are only one of its programs in public education. 

Of the many old houses in Andover, one of the most unusual 
was built by Samuel Jenkins before the revolutionary War in 
1765. It is now known as the William Jenkins House. William, 
grandson of the original builder, was active in town before the 
Civil War. 

Life at the William Jenkins house, located on what was the 
Boston-Haverhill turnpike in the eastern part of town near the 
Harold Parker State Forest, was both exciting politically and 
diversified industrially around the middle of the 19th century. 

The political excitement centered around the hop abolition- 
ist movement for anti-slavery meetings were held in this 
house. Some were attended by William Lloyd Garrison, editor 
of the ‘‘Liberator,’’ and Harriet Beecher Stowe, author of 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin.”’ 

William Jenkins did far more than preach freedom for the 
slaves; he actually hid and sheltered them by making his 
house a station on the Underground Railroad leading to 
Canada. He was so strong an abolitionist that he spoke at 
length against slavery as a state legislator in the 1840s. In 1844 
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he withdrew from South Church because he considered its 
members too lukewarm about this moral issue. Two years 
later the Free Church was established in protest. The slides 
show exactly where in the house fugitive slaves were hidden. 


From an economic point of view, Jenkins was innovative 
and successful. He built a saw mill along the Skug River on his 
property. The water-powered mill produced lumber for local 
construction and for shipbuilding. Ship’s knees and other 
material were hauled by ox team to Ipswich and Danversport. 


Even more enterprising was the development of a soapstone 
quarry on his premises. The blocks were sawed or cut into 
many shapes, usually for building construction, but some- 
times for gravestones. Soft when quarried, this stone became 
hard and durable after exposure to air. In addition, for many 
years the Jenkins family even operated a large cranberry bog 
or the property. 

The William Jenkins House story reveals two aspects of life 
‘n Andover during the 19th century: unusual business initia- 
tive and a social conscience which was to lead to the Civil War 
and reshape American history.

budget as other positions were when money 
became available. He asked if any commit- 
teemen wished to make a motion concern- 
ing the guidance situation. 

Poore asked that the administration re- 
port to the committee on the guidance mat- 
ter, adding that if any recommendation is 
made for additional personnel that the rec- 
ommendation be accompanied by informa- 
tion concerning the financial impact on the 
budget.

CPR Course 


There are many 
causes of sudden death: 
poisoning, drowning, suf- 
focation, choking, elec- 
trocution and smok 
inhalation.

dy in Andover (‘‘to me this is very interesting’’), Tucker said,

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Some Traffic Relief Promised 
For Clark Road, Vale Residents 


With a little help from Senator Patricia 
McGovern and the cooperation of the town 
of Wilmington, truck traffic will be banned 
from Clark Road within a few months. 

The state senator arranged a meeting last 
Tuesday between Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, Selectman William Dalton, Wil- 
mington officials and Commissioner Sandi- 
no J. Tersigni of the state Department of 
Public Works. McGovern promised to set 
up the meeting last month, when the select- 
men asked for help with truck traffic 
through Ballardvale. 

Held at state DPW offices in Boston, the 
meeting was ‘‘very satisfactory,”’ the man- 
ager said last week. ‘The senator did a 
great job for us.”’ 

Truck traffic will be prohibited from 
Clark Road and rerouted onto Route 93,

effective some time next spring, according 
to Mahony. New signs will direct trucks 
onto the highway. 

Wilmington’s cooperation was needed be- 
cause the alternate route will take trucks 
through the neighboring town — and state 
law requires that truck routes remain with- 
in town lines. 

Wilmington officials had ‘‘no problems”’ 
with Andover’s request, the manager said, 
in part because Andover supported its 
neighbor's request for state economic de- 
velopment funds to widen and straighten 
Ballardvale Street, located off Route 125 in 
Wilmington. 

The new truck route will go into effect 
when that project is complete, probably 
next spring, Mahony explained. 

As ordered by the selectmen, the man- 


ager recently had a 12-hour traffic count 
done on Clark Road; counts were also done 
on Andover Street, Dascomb Road, and 
Lovejoy Road. Results of that count will be 
forwarded to the state DPW, along with a 
letter of consent from Wilmington. 

When they decided to pursue the alter- 
nate truck route possibility last month, the 
selectmen acknowledged that it would be 
only a partial solution. 

They indicated that hope for easing the 
increasing traffic through Ballardvale — 
most of it headed for Lowell Junction indus- 
tries — still rests with a Lowell Junction 
interchange off Route 93. Town officials 
have been trying to convince the state that 
the interchange is needed for the last two 
decades. , 


Harold Parker Road To Remain 
Open In Revised Trails Plan 


The state’s Department of Environmen- 
tal Management has revised its plans for 
cross-country ski trails in Harold Parker 
State Forest: The DEM no longer plans to 
close off Harold Parker Road from Route 
116 to Middleton Road. 

However, state officials still plan to add 
four miles of ski trails to the Salem Pond 
area, located mostly in North Andover. 

The DEM was scheduled to hold a meet- 
ing to discuss the proposed ski trails at 
West Junior High School last night, after 
the TOWNSMAN went to press. The meet- 
ing was originally scheduled for Oct. 19, but 
had to be cut short for safety reasons when 
an overflow crowd appeared at Memorial 
Hall Library. 

According to information released late 
last week by Don Stoddard, regional super- 
visior for the DEM’s Division of Forest and 


open. Andover residents — and the Board of 
Selectmen — had opposed that road closing 
because it would limit fire and police ac- 
cess to homes in the area. 

Berry Pond Road in North Andover will 
be closed to vehicular traffic from Jenkins 
Road to Middleton Road, blocked off at 
each end with metal gates. 

Stoddard indicated that one and one-half 
miles of trail will be covered with man- 
made snow to provide new ski trails near 
Salem Pond from mid-December to mid- 
March. With natural snow, the trail loop 
will be expanded to loop around Salem Pond 
and Bradford Pond for a total of four miles 

The trail could also lead over the lake 
surfaces for a total of six miles, covering 
120 acres. Stoddard said there are 3,120 
acres and 15 miles of existing ski trails in 
the forest.

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Interest in the representative race for the 
17th Essex District produced a turnout of 
slightly over 70 per cent of Andover’s regis- 
tered voters in Tuesday’s election.

In the overall district, which includes the 
Tower Hill and South Lawrence sections of 
Lawrence, Tucker received 7,514 votes; 
Cronin, 4,928 and Bowen, 1,075. 

The only surprising part of the Tuesday 
Andover results which pretty much folloed 
a Democrat voting pattern throughout the 
state was the support fer U.S. Senate candi- 
date Ray Shamie, who topped Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy here with 50 per cent of the 
vote, 5,596. Kennedy got 5,341 votes, in 
probably one of the few communities he lost 
in his bid for another term, as well as a 
better than 60 per cent -plurality. 

Andover voters supported the return of 
Michael Dukakis, Democrat, to the gover- 
nor’s office over the challenge of John W. 
Sears, 5,564 to 5,132. 

State Senator Patricia McGovern was 
unopposed in her bid for re-election to a 
second term. In Precincts six, seven and 
eight, State Senator Rober* Buell of Box- 
ford received solid Andover support with 2,- 
368 votes to Democrat Stephen J. O’Leary’s 
1,624. Buell was re-elected in the district 
which includes North Reading, Boxford and 
other southern county towns extending to 
Gloucester. 

Andover Atty. Mario J. Lucchesi, who got 
on the ballot through the sticker route in the 
priraary, failed in his bid for election to 
District Attorney, losing in Andover 5,049 to 
5,294 for incumbent Kevin M. Burke. 

As could be anticipated due to a strong 
Andover campaign the bottle bill was fa- 
vored by local voters. Question four on the 


-ballot passed 7,092 to 3,898 and was support- 


ed state-wide as well. Locally, Cynthia Hol- 
lenbeck headed a campaign group which 
puc in considerable effort in support of the 
measure 

The representative race culminates a 
long campaign which started back in the 
spring when Cohen announced he would not 
seek re-election. The primary drew seven 
Democrats and two Republicans, all of 
whom campaigned throughout the summer 
onths and particularly on weekends, in 
downtown Andover. 

The election returns were produced in 
near-record time Tuesday night, the total 
results from Andover’s eight precincts be- 
img posted in town hall shortly before 9:30 
p.m., less than an hour and one-half after 
the polls closed

difficulties or problems with the computer 
handling of the returns.

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A Cooperative Effort 


Ballardvale residents can look forward to some relief 
from. the burden of bearing heavy trucking into the 
Lowell Junction Industrial area. 

The relief will not be immediate, but following a 
meeting at the State Department of Public Works last 
week, there is a definite ray of hope that some of the 
heavy traffic problems will be relieved by next spring. 

The plan calls for the trucks to use Ballardvale street 
going to and from Route 93, or other access roads to the 
industrial area, passing through Wilmington. 

Gaining this semblance of — required the cooper- 
ation of Wilmington officials who looked upon the propo- 
sal as being ‘no problem.’ Andover in turn will support 
Wilmington’s request for funding of road improvements 
to bolster that town’s economic and industrial devel- 
opment potential. 

It is the type of community cooperation which will 
prove beneficial to both communities. 

The Boston meeting was set up by State Senator 
Patricia McGovern following a review of Ballardvale 
traffic problems a few weeks ago. 

It was a recognition that while an access road into the 
industrial area is the complete answer to the problem, 
the Ballardvale residents are entitled to more immedi- 
ate relief based on bearing up under a difficult problem 
for over a decade. 


lem, it should be noted that Andover has been seeking 
an access road into the area since Route 93 was in the 
planning stage over a quarter-century ago. At that time 
the industrial land was there and zoned, but nothing 
built, thus officials justifiably could deny the request. 

Obviously, things have changed since then and the 
town has made continuous appeals for relief through 
construction of an access road. Studies have shown the 
need, and different state administrators have recog- 
nized it, but other area s have received the funding and 
the projects. 

In the meantime, as the industrial area obtained more 
tenants, so too did traffic increase, particularly heavy 
trucking over thickly settled, residential streets, plac- 
ing many ’Vale residents in the position of sacrificing a 
little in the interests of the town’s improving economic 
stability. 

The residents now have at least something to look 
forward to in the way of development of an alternate 
truck route, with the work anticipated to take place in 
the spring and the new traffic pattern placed in effect at 
that time. 

Andover officials have been high in their praise of the 
efforts of Sen. McGovern in setting up the meeting and 
to Wilmington administrators for their cooperation in 
the matter. There is confidence that Ballardvale resi-

addition, because Andover is such a beauti- 
ful town, we're pleased that we’ve had an 
opportunity to contribute to that beauty 
through this renovation.” 

The new building consolidates all of Bay- 
Bank Merrimack Valley's administrative

said. ‘‘I’m proud of it.” 

Cronin explained that up until 4:30 p.m. Tuesday, the voting 
was going ‘‘extremely well’’ for her. But at 5 o’clock, she said, 
people started coming in to mark the ballot for Michael 
Dukakis for governor, and they probably voted the Democrat- 
ic party line.

David, Tucker said she will ‘‘absolutely’’ serve as a full-time 
legislator.

Tuesday brought to an end seven months of full-time cam- 
paigning for an obviously-relieved Tucker.
